On pages 2-3 of Remarks, Applicant's in relation to independent claims stated that Yamada and Miyazaki fails to disclose, teach or 
suggest essential claim elements. However, in response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show 
nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 
F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

On page 4, 2nd paragraph of Remarks, Applicant's stated that Miyazaki and the other cited references fail to teach or suggest how 
to modify Yamagata to obtain the claimed invention. However, "The test for obviousness is not whether the features of a secondary 
reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary reference.... Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of 
those references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art." In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 425, 208 USPQ 871 , 881 (CCPA 
1981). See also In re Sneed, 710 F.2d 1544, 1550, 218 USPQ 385, 389 (Fed. Cir. 1983) ("[l]t is not necessary that the inventions of the 
references be physically combinable to render obvious the invention under review.*'); and In re Nievelt, 482 F.2d 965, 179 USPQ 224, 226 
(CCPA 1973) ("Combining the teachings of references does not involve an ability to combine their specific structures."). 
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
